You will 
recall Uiat in my write-up of the meeting of the President's Board 
Qaneral Hull had also indicated that he did not feel that the military 
commanders were brought in fuHy enough on current operations, and 
emssequea&y were not always able to place their fall assets at the 
^sposal of the agency. 
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3. Woubi you Mk the appropriate people to be prepared for 
the above briefing, which can be tentatively set for the 2lst. I will keep 
you advised of any changes. The briefing will probably take place in the 
offices of file President's Board in the Eameutive Office Building.
